It 
was the least that the writer of that letter could do to reestablish 
himself in favor with the kaiser.

But the story of it is the story of the von Hindenburg efforts in the 
West; a tremendous outpouring of life with no vital result attained. 
Indeed the result of the battle of the Piave is not likely to prove 
particularly encouraging to the troops massed for the drive on Paris 
and the Channel ports.

Those se- 
lected will be commissioned ensign 
in the U. S. naval reserve force and 
sent to the U. S. Naval Academy and 
to the submarine school in New Lon- 
don for a special technical course.

THE CITRUS GROVE 
IN SUMMER 


Robert W. Hodgson, in Los Ange: | 
iles Times: Citrus trees should never 
Ibe allowed to suffer for water.

jled to believe that irrigation during 
ithe critical period is a dangerous 
practice.

This belief is absolutely erroneous. 
As long as the trees remain dry 
the young fruits cannot fall; they 
simply hang on. But the stimulus 
which initiates the abscission pro- 
cess is permitting them to suffer for 
water, not irrigation. The average 
time which elapses between the ap- 
plication of this stimulus and the 
shedding is, five to seven days and 
usually by the time the trees show 
signs of distress the grower has ir- 
rigated. But once the trees have 
dried out, the fruit cannot be made 
to hang on longer than ten days. The 
essential thing is to keep the soil 
moisture supply sufficient and this 
means intelligent irrigation. 

How much water does a citrus 
tree require and what is. the best 
way to put it on, is a question often 
asked. The amount of water need- 
ed obviously will depend upon the 
amount of rainfall, the nature of the 
soil, climatic conditions, and the age 
and kind of tree. Heavier soils, al- 
though sometimes hard to fill with 
water, retain it more tenaciously and | 
therefore require less water than 
soils of a more open nature, such as 
gravelly and sandy soils, through 
which water passes more freely. 

Climatic conditions vary consider- 
ably in the citrus sections of South- 
ern California. The climatic fac- 
ters which influence the water loss 
from the tree are the temperature, 
the relative humidity, wind preva- 
lence, and the amount and intensity 
of sunlight. These factors are pres- 
ent to greatly different degrees in 
various parts of our citrus sections. 
For many years there existed no 
satisfactory simple instrument to 
measure these factors in their com- 
bined effect on drawing water from 
the tree. The last years, however, 
have seen the perfection of such an 





instrument known as the “porotis 
cup atmometer,” which accomplishes 
this measurement, integrating and 


cerrelating all of these factors in one 
measurement, the record indicating 
in cubic centimeters of water evap- 
orated per day, the total demand of 


the atmosphere on the plant for 
water. 
Dr. J. E, Coit of the division of 


citriculture, University of California, 
several years ago kept duplicate at- 
mometric records at Whittier and 
Riverside, representing two citrus 
idistricts of widely different climatic 
The measurements | 
indicated that the draught of the ai-| 
mosphere for water is about 33 per 


i characteristcs. 


;cent greater at Riverside than at) 
.Whittier, which serves to explain 
why citrus trees need more water 


‘in the former locality than in the lat- 
ter, even where soil conditions are 
comparable. 

Of course, old bearing trees re- 
quire more water than young trees. 
It is also obvious that since the av- 
erage yield of lemons is greater than 
| Of orange trees, lemon trees require 
more water. It can therefore be 
clearly seen that no definite rule 
can be laid down applicable to ev- 
ery case. However, it may be stat- 
jed in a general way that water to a 
(depth of from. thirty-five to fifty 
inches, including the rainfall, is need- 
ed for successful ctirus culture. On| 
retentive soils near the coast, full- 
bearing trees may be expected to do 
satisfactorily with one and one-half 
miner’s inches to ten acres. Fur- 
ther inland, on more porous soils, 
ltwice as much is needed. 

Ther are two general methods of 
applying irrigation water to citrus 
|trees, the furrow system and the ba-| 
sin system. Here again the naéure 
of the soil plays an important part 
in the choice of a method of appli- 
cation. Furrows are best for the 
heavier soils and for rocky soils which 
cannot be readily basined. The num- 
ber of furrows between the _ tree 
rows depends on the age and size 
of the trees, the character of the 
soil, the distance between the trees 
and the depth of the furrow. On 
medium to heavy soils, where the 
trees are from twenty to twenty-four 
feet apart, the number of furrows 
varies from three to six, depending 
\largely on the size of the trees. The 
depth of the furrow varies from three 
to twelve inches, the tendency be- 
‘ing toward relatively deep furrows, 
as studies by Fortier a number of 
‘years ago apparently clearly demon- 
strated the advantage of deep fur- 
rews Jn conserving water. 

Where the trees are large and oc- 
jcupy most of the space, or where 
side percolation is slow, due to the 
nature of the soil, cross furrowing 
is desirable in order to wet the en- 
tire soil surface. This demands a 
large amount of hoe work, but is 
very necessary where the trees are 
large and wide-spreading. The best 
practice seems to use relatively 
smal! streams of water in the fur- 








thoroughly soaked to a depth of four 
to five feet.

Here the basin system is used. The 
soil is thrown up in a ridge midway 
between the trees both ways, 
ing each tree in the center of a 
square basin. A ditch is then run 
from the main supply ditch down 
every other row by splitting the 
ridge in this row. The water is 
then run down each main in a large 
head to the lower end of the row. 
The two end rows are irrigated. This 
system requires that the soil mulch 
he at least five inches deep to pro- 
vide enough easily-moved earth to 
make suitable ridges and ditches. It 
also requires considerable attention 
and careful work, but is most satis- 
factory on certain light sofls. 
The Red Spider 

With the advent of warm weather 
comes the problem of red spider con- 
trol. Although it has as yet not be- 
come very serious, many growers 
believe it profitable insurance to use 
preventive measures before it has a 
chance to do much damage. 

Although it is cheaper to dust the 
trees with powdered sulphur by 
means of a blower, this practice has 
fallen into discard, largely because 
of the disagreeable nature of the 
work. The practical method now in 
use is spraying the trees with com- 
mercial lime sulphur by means of a 
power spray outfit. The formula us- 
ed is one gallon of lime sulphur to 
thirty-five to fifty gallons of water. 
The amount used per tree varies 
from six to eight gallons. The best 
results are obtafned when the spray 
is applied at a pressure of about 250 
pounds through a mist nozzle carry- 
ing about fifty disk holes. The spi- 
der requires only a short time to pro- 
duce a new generation so that the 
possibilities for its rapid increase are 
large, oftentimes necessitating sev- 
eral sprayings.

AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT OF- 


FICE OPENS IN L. A. 

Fruit ana vegetable growers of 
Southern California are now being 
aided in the marketing of their 
crops by the bureau of markets of 
the U. S. department of agriculture, 
which has_ recently established an 
office in Los Angeles. The fifteen 
| thousand miles of leased telegraph 


wires, .connecting practically all of 
the important receiving markets in 
the United States, have now been 
placed at the disposal of growers in 
Southern California. The local of- 
fice at 206 Wholesale Terminal 
Building is one of a number recently 
established on the Pacific coast, and 
with the opening of these Western 
offices, the bureau of markets is 
now able to furnish practically com- 
plete information covering the mar- 
kets of the entire United States. 
This market news service hgs had 
a rapid growth until now there are 
35 offices similar to the one at Los 
Angeles, which are in operation daily 
for the purpose of furnishing quick, 
reliable and accurate information on 
market conditions on fruits and veg- 
etables to both producer and con- 
sumer, Each of these offices is. in 
charge of a trained produce man, 
who thoroughly undertsands the busi- 
ness, and who reports the arrivals, 
quality, condition and demand for all 


seasonable perishable products 


which are arriving on his market 
each morning. This man is on the 
sround early in the morning, while 


actual sales are being made, and re- 
ports conditions from 
Servation. 

This information is telegraphed to 


personal ob- 


Washington, where it is redistri- 
buted by wire to all sections of the 
country, printed by duplicating ma- 
chines in the variows branch offices, 


and distributed by noon of each day, 


free of charge, to all interested 
growers and shippers. The local of- 
fice also receives reports from the 


diversion superintendents on  everv 
railroad in the United States moving 
fruits and vegetables in carlot quan- 
tities and publishes a complete rec- 
ord of all shipments during the pre- 
vious twenty-four hours. 

This service is absolutely free of 
cost, and any person desiring to re- 
ceive these market bulletins may 
have his name placed on the mailing 
list by writing to the Los Angeles 
office at 206 Wholesale Terminal 
building and stating the particular 
crops on which he desires to secure 
reports. At the present time, daily 
market news bulletins are being is- 
sued on cantaloupes, cabbages, po- 
tatoes and onions, but, as the season 
advances, bulletins will be issued 
covering practically all vegetables 
and deciduous fruits. 

In addition to the furnishing of 
the market news information, the 
Los Angeles office is also authorized 
to make inspections and issue cer- 
tificates as to the condition of car- 
loads of produce arriving on the mar- 
ket. These certificates are issued 
only at the request of the shipper, 
or shipper’s agent, and are accepted 
in all courts as prima facie evidence 
as to the true condition. 


The Los Angeles office is head-| 


quarters for the activities described 
above for all the territory west of 
the Rocky mountains. Mr. G. W. 
Schleusser is the supervisor in 
charge of the Western offices, at 
present including, aside from the 
Los Angeels branch, San Francisco, 
Portland, Spokane, and Butte.
